WHEREAS, Southern Union Ges Company has presented to the City Council
tentative maps or plens showing the proyposed construction of its ges meins in
the streets in the City of Austin hereafter nemed, and said maps or plans have
been considered by the City Council; therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT Southern Union Gas Company be and the seme is hereby permitted to
lay and construct its gas mwains in and upon the following streets:

(1) A gas main in HATHAWAY DRIVE from Ohlen Road to
Doris Drive, the centerline of which gas main
shall be 6.5 feet west of end parsilel to the
east property line of sald HATHAWAY DRIVE.

Saild gas main described above shall have a cover
of not less than 2% feet.

(2) A ges main in REEDA IANE from Ohlen Road to Doris
Drive, the centerline of which gas main shall be
6.5 feet west of and parallel to the east property
line of said REEDA LANE.

Said gas main described gbove shall have a cover
of not less than 2% feet.
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(3) A gas main in WHELESS LANE from Hickman Avenue
westerly 169.0 feet, the centerline of which gas
main shall be 5.00 feet south of and parallel to
the north dproperty line of said WHELESS LANE.

Sgid gas main described sbove shall have a cover
of not less than 25 feet.

(4) A gas main in MONTOPOLIS IRIVE from E1 Mirando
Drive southerly 957 feet, the centerline of
which gas main shall be 6.5 feet west of and
paralliel to the east property line of sald
MONTOPOLIS DRIVE.

Said gas main described sbove shall have & cover
of not less than 25 feet.

(5) A ges main in VERA LANE from Montopolis Drive
wegterly 132.0 feet, the centerline of which
gas main shall be 6.5 feet south of and parsllel
to the north property line of said VERA TANE,

Said ges maln described above shall have a cover
of not less than 2% feet.

THE Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City
of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other
underground wtilities, but is based upon the best records we have st hand, and
that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that
greater depths msy not be required at specilal points. When the Southern Union
Gas Company requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations or
working points from which to base the location of their assignments, they shall
apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three (3) days before such
information is required. The Southern Union Gas Compeny is further put upon
notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repeirs or replacement
of any wnderground utility damsged during the construction of lines named in
this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of s fire plug, water
mist be used &t intervels during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of said ges maing, including the excavation in
the streets, and the restoration and maintenance of said streeis after said
meins heve been laid, shall be under the supervision and direction of the City
Manager and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain fran-
chises granted to said compsny by the City of Auvstin.

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DR. WM., S. ARMS, JR. submitted a written recommendation asking that City
property not be permitted to be used by persoms, groups, or orgenizations until
the purpose of the meeting shall be registered, and a list of the groups ssking
the applicant to apply for such permission be furnished, and he segt out certain
conditions. The petitionwas referred to the legal Department.

MR. FRED WEHMEYER, representing the North Austin Optimist (lub, stated
the Club owned a plece of property adjacent to the north city limit line, and
the Club was developing this into a ball field, and their weed was wgter. He
pointed out on a map the existing water line, within 200! of their property; and
stated annexation would work a hardship on the North Austin Optimist Club. He
asked the Council to allow the Water Department to serve them with water. He
stated he was employed by KARL WAGNER and was working in the area, and would
send his machine to dig the water ditch; and the cost to the city of a 2" line
would be a maximm of $1.50 a foot. The Mayor stated the Council would check
into this, and let bim lmow.

The Council set 10:30 April 18th as a date for hesring property owners
on Medical Arts Square regarding the vacation of the street.
The City Manager submitted the following:

"The base bid price includes an allowance sufficient to cover the cost of pier
drilliing.

The City Manager reported that sometime ago the Council authorized a
contract to WALTER SCHMIDT for relocation of water line in preparation for
paving Group No. 20; and at that time it was thought there were some services
which colld be left in place. After work began, it was found nearly all of the
services were going to have to be changed, and there is about $5,722.20 additiénal
work to be done. Councilmen Shanks moved that the City Manager be asubthorized
to issue & change order for this additional work. The motion, seconded by
Councilman White, carried by the following vote:

Fot in Council Room when roll was called: Councilman FPerrvy
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The City Mansger stated the Building Imspector had an spplication for a
building permit for a residence located within 500' of the river. The residence
is located at East Avenue and Cummings Street. He displayed on a map probable
locations for a river road comnecting into Holly Street, and one which would be
& scenic drive, but this ares would not be involved. Councilman Shanks moved
that this application for a building permit within 500! of the river by A. L.
HAFFELDER at Cummings and Easgt Avenue be submitted to the River Beasutification
Committee. The motion, seconded by Councilman White, carried by the following
vote:

The City Maneger reported on a study made vy DR, PAUL BONER, the Archi-
tects snd the Construction Engineer on the acousties in the Auditorium. The
ares under consideration was the back foyer on the north side of the Auditorium,
and the City Menager showed the plans and explained Dr. Boner's recommendation.
Councilmen Shanks stated anything that was done to this Auditorium should be
consldered by the Archibtects. Mr. Eldridge stated the Architect had been in
on all meetings and had felt these changes would be completely satisfactory
from an appearance standpoint, The City Manager sald this design was a pre-~
liminary drawing; and before any work was done, there would be a more detailed
drawing. He submitted the following:

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"The treatment of the rear wall of the stage has been suggested by Dr. Boner for
increasing the effectiveness of the previous treatments in the masin auditorium
and are especially needed in conneetion with wmusic originating on stage.

"In the Exhibition Area Dr. Bonmer suggests that the work be done in the order
listed gbove.

"At such time ag it is desired to proceed with any of this work, we will be glad
10 help with it.

The Council discussed the timing of the work and the advantages of the
additional use of this portion of the Auditorium. Councilman White wanted to
postpone sction until he could look at this. Moyor Palmer stated the Couneil
ghould authorize Ttems 1, 2, and 3 at this time. After further discussion,
Councilman Peryy moved that the Councll accept this report and offer its thenks
to IR, PAUL BONER, MR. WOIF JESSEN and all who spent their time on this pre-
liminexy report. The motion, seconded by Councilman Shanks, carried by the
following vote:

Noes: None

MR. LAWRENCE LEDBETTER made a suggestion regarding trash collection that
the collectors not tear up the trash cans while emptying them, and that they
should rake up papers and litter around the cans. He suggested a training
school for thege men. The Mayor stated most of the time these men do a real,
real fine Job of picking up and collecting the garbage and they have to cover
a lot of ares. MR. BOW WILLTAMS stated they did an excellent job in his
neighborhood.

MR. BOW WILLIAMS made inquiry sbout the dog ordinance, and the City
Menager explained.

MR. JOE CROW commended the employees in the Tex Department, the Buiding
Inspector, and Director of Public Works.

The City Manager reviewed discussion held Llast fall on thée purchase of
intravenous flulids and solutions for the Hospital, stating there were some memw
bers of the Medical Staff who were finding fault with the new eguipment, bubt did
not £ind any fault at all with the intravenous fluids. Those that complained
were concerned about the spparatus in that it was not satisfactory. There were
those smong them who complained that the tubing is too £&ft and flexible snd too
eag¥ 4o crimp. The City Manager stated this was agein a matter of opinion and
a metter of debate mmong the various medical people. He gald a Committee of the
Medical Staff considered the matiter snd made a report to the Executive Committee,
headed by DR. R. 0. SWEARINGTON. The City Msnager read this report in full, as
follows :

"Brackenridge Hospital
Janusry 16, 1962
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"Memo To: Medical Executive Committee
From: R, O. Swearingen, M.D., Chairman - IV Solution Committee

"In August, 1961 the intravenous fluid contract at Brackenridge Hospital was
awarded to Ameco Corporastion on the basis of competitive bidding., Immedistely
after awarding the contract Amsco fluids were purchased st Brackenridge Hospital
and immediste usage began. Within a few weeks sfter this product hed been in
use gt Brackenridge Hospitasl numerous complaints began srriwing st the Admin-
istrator's office and at the Medical Executive Committee. The complaints con-
cerning this product became so numeryous that the Chief of Staff in November
1961, appointed a Committee to investigate various complaints concerning this
product. This Commitiee consisted of members of both the Medieel gtaff snd
Administrative staff of the hospital. A rather extensive and objective survey
was made by this Committee. A meeting was held December 6, 1961. It was the
unenimous opinion of the Committee, at this time, that the plastic equipment
used in administering the Amsco fluid products is definitely of an inferior
quality. The following complaints were considered to be #alid after thorough
investigation:

"1. The micro drip used in Pediatric surgery was found to be inferior
in that the rate of flow or drip from the apparatus could not bhe
adequately controlled.

"s, The Pedlstric blood set wag found to be inadequate in measuring
small volumes of blocd required in Pediatric administration of
blood,

"3, The bails which hold the fluid botitles to a fixed stand were found
to be faulty and often the entire apparatus was found to fall from
the sgtand to the floor.

"he The plastic blood bags were found to be inadequate in that they
sometimes burst or broke uwnder critical conditions.

"S. 'The rubber tubes connecting plastic to plastic were found 1o leak
after one or more punctures by needles during the administration
of various medication.

"6. Probably the most important, the plastic tubing was found to be
definitely inferior in that it kinked easily end the walls of the
tubes were found to stick together too easily making the continuocus
Tlow of fluid through the fublpg at a given rate impossible.

"7. Tt was found thet the connecting fittings came apart too easily.

"8, The shut off clsmps on the tubing were found Lo be inferior, oftes
bresking and often not closing the flow of fluid adeguately.

"9, The blood filters in the blood filter sets were foumd to be com-
rletely inadequate. Microscopic studies of these filters was done
and compared to competitive brands and found to be definitely
inferior.

"1.0. Various complaints of unexplained air in the plastic tubing during
adminigtration was found to be e valid complaint.
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"The commitiee did not find any reason to condern the product or fluids within
the bottle as being inferior quality. All of the complaints that were found to
be valid srose from the sdministration sets and the sdministration mechanism of
the product. At the Decenmber 6th meeting it was the opipion of the Committee
that appropriate action should be taken to replace the Amsco> product with a
product acceptable to the Medical Steff end to the hospital Administration. It
was also decided that the Commitiee should hold a hearing with representatives
of the Amasco Corporation in an attempt to determine whether or not the Amasco
Corporation could do anything to rectify the complaints listed sbove. On Dec.
27th the Committee had anobther meeting at which time three representatives of
the Amsco Corporation were present. The entire list of complaints were present-
ed to the representatives. Discussions were held with the representatives and
the complaints studied in detail. Since the valid complainits involved only the
administration mechanisms of the fluild sets, the Amsco representatives vere
asked whether or not they could correct these faults by supplying 2 new or
different type of administration set. The Committee were told by representa-
tives of the Corporation that they could not alter or correct the administration
set. As a result it was the unanimous decision of the Committee thalt tThey
recomuend to the hogpital sdministration and City Manager the purchasing of an
acceptable intravenous fluid system. The Committee believes that the intraﬁenou#
contract should still be maintained on a competitive bid basis, However, 1%t is
the feeling of the Committee that the bidding should bhe limited to Abhott,
Baxter and Cutter Corporatiocns.

The City Manager stated a number of the things were minor and could be
remedied by proper handling of the equipment. The Commitiee had asked the
representatives of the Company to meet with them and see 1f they could sub-
stitute a different kind of tubing. The Company subcontracts the manufacture
of this tubing, and the repregentabtives of AMSCO stated if the City recognized
their product was as good as others, they would be perfectly willing to cancel
the contract if the city so desired on the ground that some of the administra-
tive eguipment was not what it wanted; dbut not on thelr product. Councilman
White stated the whole thing was gone over for two hours, and he had objected
%0 this and was against it. Councilman Armstrong stated a substantisl sum had
been saved on the award of this contract; and that other large hospitals were
using this product. Councilmen Shanks sald the Doctors did not give any argue-
ments against the product but only sald they did not went to make a change.
Councilmsn Perry noted the nurses said the new equipment was Jjust as good.
Councilman White stated there were 10 or 12 letters from doctors saying they
did not want to meke & change. Councilman Armstrong sald everyone of those
letters qualified their statements saying it was Jjust as good; and he said if
this equipment was Jjust gs good by the doctors! statement, snd if the City
saved money, there was a need 1o check further in it. He suggested when
investigation was made that a contact be mede with the other hospitals to see
if they had other cancellations during the year due to these same reasons; and
if anyone cancelled out in the middle of a contract,
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The City Manager read a letter from GOVERNOR PRICE DANIEL, as follows:

"March 23, 1962

"The Honorable Iester Palmer
Mayor of the

City of Austin

"Attention The Homorable Iester Palmer and Members of the Austin City Cowneil
"Dear Mayor Palmer:

“The State Building Commission on behalf of the State of Texas is constructing
a new State Office Building located on Block 173, Original City of Austin,
Travis County, Texas, Said property is bounded by West lith Street, Colorado
Street, West 15th Street and Congress Avenue. Complete plans for the buidding
are on file with the City of Austin.

"In order to accomodate the building with heabing and air conditioning from
the central plant located in State Office Bullding No. 1, it is necessary to
construct a concrete utility tunnel under West 1l4th Street about midway between
Congress and Colorado. Flang of this tunnel, showing location, general con-
struction and grades, are enclosed for your informstion and review.

"The Contractor, Farnsworth and Chambers, Inc. requests that the City authorize

Manager stated these tributaries included creeks, and Waller, Shoal Creek and
Boggy Creek could be considered in the projects.

The Msyor read a letter from The Director of Urban Renewsl to the Come
missioper of F.H.A. regarding Urban Renewal, stating as a result of the dismissal,
of the case contesting the Urban Renewal Election, the City was on the threshold
of embarking upon a Urban Renewal program.

MAYOR PAIMER read a letter from MR, JOE McMORDIE, Secretary of the Mutual
Insurance Exchange of Austin, asking that members of this Association participate
in the commissions being paid on eity business, and asking for a meeting with the
Council, The Mayor stated he would contact Mr, McMordie and see what the problem
was.

The ¥ayor stated the Council and City Manager were invited to a Kick-off
breskfast, by the Austin Base Ball Club, on April 2, 7:00 A.M. at the Driskill
Hotel Ballroom; also an invitation to the members of the Council to participate
in the Texas League, April 15th, when the Austin Senstors play the San Antonio
Missicns.

The City Manager reminded the Council of the Dedication Ceremonies of the

The City Attorney reported that $9,000 had been collected on one of the
tax bills that had been pending for e loug time. It was an estate that had been
in bvankruptey. After appealing, the City not only received full payment of all
of the taxes but it hag assurance that henceforth, the city's claims for taxes
will be given priority in treatment by Trustees in Bankruptcy. He stated he
attributed this to the good work of Mr. TOM de STEIGUER, in the Tax Department.
